New APS Award to Encourage 
Exhibits of Modern Material 


The APS is making a new award available to all World 
Series of Philately shows. In place of the previous 
Award for Excellence for exhibits consisting primarily 
of post 1940 material, two awards are now being 
offered. The first award covers the time frame of 1940- 
1980 and the second is for post-1980 material. The new 
medal is meant to encourage and provide additional 
recognition for exhibitors of modern material. 

Early winners of the award include Raymond Stone for 
his exhibit titled Rochester's Transportation Coils at the 

` March 6-8 ROPEX in Rochester New York and Michael 
J. Komiensky for Holograms on Stamps shown at the 
April 25-26 Plymouth Show in Michigan. 

The new medal was recommended by the APS Awards 
Committee and approved by the APS Board in August 
1996. Implementation was held off until recently to 
allow for the existing supply of the post 1940 medal to 
be used. 

T four APS Medals of Excellence and Research 
Award ate provided free of charge to the 33 World 

` Series of Philately shows. Each of these shows use APS 
accredited judges for their exhibitions which are required 
to include at least 2,500 pages.
